TRIBUTE TO ULSTER 
CONSTABULARY. 

Sir James Craig (Northern Premier), who 
was accompanied by Lady Craig and olone! 
Wickham, yesterday inspected 800 Special 
Constables and Royal Ulster Constabulary at 
Aughnacloy, County Tyrone. 

Sir James caid that on the last occasion 
on which he inspected the forces in that dis- 
trict they were not so well prepared and. 
not so well organised or equipped, but to-day 
they were ready always, and he could only 
compare them to the Guards’ Battalion. It 
was not so much when on parade that the im- 
portance of their organisation was felt, but 
when on duty and off duty. 

The Northern Government relied as a last 
resort on the people, through the police force, 
to hold firm what they had got, and they 
would never part until they saw their pre- 
vince settle } ad to peace and prosperity. 
The hopes that once that peace was estab- 
lised generations would pass before there was 
a recrudescence of the difficulties with which 
they had been confronted.

THEATRE ROYAL 


CONCERT. 


TWO NOTABLE IRISH 
SINGERS. 


The concert at the Theatre Royal yesterday 
afternoon was a prenounced and unqualified 
success, the more remarkable in that expecta- 
tion ran high as to the new Irish soprano, 
whose quick rise to fame abroad had drawn 
the enormous audience yesterday. Miss 
Margaret Sheridan more than fulfilled this 
expectancy. She is a singer of great personal 
charm and temperament, and the intense 
vitality of her work at this concert is proof 
positive that her success in opera has not been 
over-rated. In the “ Butterfly amas the 
tender purity of her tome made a poignant 
appeal, an appeal well sustained by a iine 
feeling for the dramatic in tempo, and the 
“atmosphere” of Giordano’s “La Mamm’o 
Morta”’ was subtly conveyed by some par- 
ticularly sweet and full mezzo passages. Miss 


Sheridan’s first song, ‘‘Entrata Butterfly,” - 


held the audience by its clear lyrical beauty : 
but it was in the emotional outbursts of 
“ Un bel di vedremo” and “ Voi la sapete, 
© Mamma” (Santuzza) that one realised the 
mentality and true art that lay behind this 
voice and training. i 

Into some Irish melodies Miss Sheridan in- 
fused concentrated feeling that made them wu- 
wontedly thrilling. But every word tells with 
her, in any case, as her diction is as sound as 
her tone—both of the best. Though opera is 
undoubtedly Miss Sheridan’s métter, the colour 
suggestions and vocal agility of “ Sing, black. 
bird, sing” allowed for some lovely voice- 
shading, and ‘‘ The lover’s curse. in quaint 
phrasing and delightful lower register, was a 
charming study. iss Sheridan, as will have 
been understood, good-naturedly sang again 
and again in response to re recalls, and 
seemed delighted with her welcome. Her 
voice is of splendid range and quality, and is 
of the timbre that maturity improves. We 
hope the day is not too distant when she will 
appear here in a full performance of the 
operas that she glimpsed for as. 

Mr. Walter McNally is another singer who 
left us for the training and experience that, so 
far, only Italy can provide. That Mr. 
McNally has gained by it his beautiful treat- 
ment of Massenet’s aria, “ Herodiade,” 
clearly showed, while the virility and power 
of the “ Rigoletto ’’ monologue, ' Pari siamo,” 
and the “ Pagliacci’’ ‘‘ Prologue’ were very 
stirring. Mr. McNally does not sacrifice tone 
by mannerisms or efforts of production. It 
was most satisfying to follow his fine baritone 
through the rhythm and feeling of the great 
aria, ‘Eri Tu,” and to find he held notes 
through all his work musical even when 
fortissimo. The crescendos of the duet from 
“The Barber of Seville’ (which"he sang with 
Signor Guiseppe Barsotti) were some of 
countless individual touehes that made this 
concert an artistic treat. 

Here one must note, too, the fine singing of 
Signor Barsotti, Coming something as a sur- 
prise, this tenor made a great impression. His 
programme songs were “ Mefistofele Atto V™ 
and ‘‘ Harlessien’’ (Cileo), but his encore 
songs were many and equally su¢cessful. He 
has a fine tenor voice, singularly sweet and 
under control. As Faust he gave a beautiful 
study, and the grace of ‘‘ La donna e mobile” 
was delightful. 

A violinist of great discernment and ability 
—Signor Celso Diaz—played Tartini’s “ Sonate 
10, Op. 1” and “ El Carnaval de Galicia’ 
(José aa Curros)—something in the nature 
of revelation. In ‘‘ Ell Carnaval” his treat- 
ment of simple thematic material was little 
short of wonderful. He excels in subtle effects, 
in “‘ imitation,’: in reflective changes, and his 
in ‘* emulation,”’ in reflective changes, and his 
command of the bow allows for extraordinary 
delicacy and fine work. He shared im the 
general demand for ‘‘ encores’; in fact, it is 
some while since there has been a concert of 
such all-round musical ability and eqaipment. 
The accompanists were a host in themselves— 
Maestro Lorenzo Molajoli, invaluable espe- 
cially with the violin, and Mr. Vincent 
O’Brien, whose background to Miss Sheridan 
always satisfied. It added, too, much to the 
life and vigour of the Irish airs that Mr. 
Walter McNally sang.

THE GENESIS OF “0. HENRY.” 


The Ohio Penitentiary in the closing 
years of the nineteenth century seems to 
have been a trifle worse thar the 
Bastille Ignorant brutality reigned 
within its walls; “graít' had rotted 
the moral fibre of officialdom, and 
the plight of the inmates was worse than 
that oí caged wild beasts. Never did 
portals better deserve the inscription, 
“Abandon hope all ye who enter here.” 
Yet in this environment, where every day 
and night he “supp'd full with horrors,’’ 
O. Henry wrote the first dozen or so of 
the short stories that made his pen-name 
famous throughout the English-speaking 
world and all but obliterated his earlier 
avatar as William Sydney Porter, bank 
clerk, convicted of embezzlement. 

His - friend, iellow-adventurer, and 
fellow-convict, Al Jennings, train-robber 
and multiple homicide, spares us nothing 
of the stark abominations of that prison 
in his book, “ Through the Shadows with 
0. Henry’’—the stinking food crawling 
with maggots, the torture cellar where 
living bodies were beaten into dead pulp, 
the “dead-house’’ in the darkness of 
which supposed corpses revived for a 
nightmare hour of life in the -ice-filled 
trough. There is a crude directnéss about 
Mr. Jennings’s writing which visualises 
these things for the readér with a realism 


that even the most skilled literary crafts- 


man might fail to achieve. 

The author's life has been crammed with 
incidents that put the most blood-curdling 
melodrama in the shade, though he 
chronicles them calmly, without any 
straining after effect. But, Jennings’s re- 
markable career notwithstanding, the 
main appeal of the volume is to the many 
admirers of O. Henry. Here they will be 
able to trace the genesis of their hero of 
the pen and the origin of many of his 
stories, to study his individuality in good 
and bad fortune, and to watch, as it were, 
his earliest efforts at authorship. Whether 
Mr. Jennings is always correct in his view 
of his friend's psychology need give them 
little trouble; for there is a plenitude of 
facts from which they cam make their own 
deductions. It is very possible, however, 
that many will be inclined to agree with 
this digtum:—“The under dog. was his 
enbject.

PERCY FRENCH. 


It is with a sad heart that we take up 
the pen to write a notice of this book of 
memoirs. In W. Percy French we have 
lost a friend well known to many in other 
countries besides Ireland, and appreciated 
by ali for his loyeable character. He con- 
tributed much to the joy of life, and 
wherever he went he shed about him an 
atmosphere of good-will.

| Letter and Spirit. 

The journey towards Irish settlement. 
has been as long and weary as the Greek 
poet’s road into Egypt ; but the last lap is 
being covered with astonishing swiftness. 
The Free State Constitution Bill passed, 
without amendment, through the House of 
Commons in three days, and yesterday 
the House of Lords passed the second 
reading at one sitting. -The majority of 
their Iordships do not preterid to like the 
Bill. For most of them, as the Duke of 
Devonshire said in his own case, opposi- 
tion ‘to Irish Home Rule has been 
“almost a hereditary duty.” All of them 
recognise, however, a higher duty than 
loyalty to any programme or prejudice. 
With one or two excéptions. yesterday’s 
speeches cannot be described as cheerful ; 
but, with the notable exception of the 
Earl of Midleton’s speech, none sought to 
plumb the depths of pessimism. The 
House of Lords, as a whole, desires and is 
not unhopeful that the great experiment 
may succeed. Its members realise, per- 
haps, more fully than those of the other 
House the awful extent: of the ravages 
that civil war has inflicted on ‘Ireland and 
the tremendous tasks which confront the 
Government of the Free State, For the 
very reason, however, that they have fewer 
illusions their acceptance of the Bill— 
which they could not have accepted if they 
had regarded it as an edict of inevitable 
and irrevocable ruin—conveys a messagé 
of encouragement, The House. of Lords 
believes, at least, that Britain can afford 
to take the risk of confiding the destinies 
of Ireland to Irish hands. 

The Duke of Devonshire said a pro- 


| foundly true thing. He declared that 


the future of the Free State Consti- 
tution depended, not on draftsmanship, 
but on good-will. If the Government and 
people of Southern Ireland decide to 
honour the spirit of the Treaty, the de- 
fects and ambiguities of the Constitution 
will remedy themselves. If Government 
and people choose to dishonour the spirit 
of the Treaty, the most rigid fidelity to 
the text of the Constitution will not save 
the Free State from failure and shame. 
Of this, more than of any other inter- 
national agreement in. history, it can be 
said that “ the letter killeth, but the spirit. 
giveth life.’’ The minority in Southern 
Ireland are perfectly well aware that in 
essential matters the text of the Constitu- 
tion guarantees no security to their 
interests. Their hopes are based, not on 
forms of words, but on- the political 
capacity and natural good-will of the 
majority of their fellow-countrymen. 
They are encouraged today by signs 
and symptoms which, while evading defini- 
tion, seem to them to be more important 
than a score of Unionist nominations to 
the Senate. They perceive that already 
their representatives in the Provisional 
Parliament have acquired imfluence and 
have been welcomed as loyal and valued 
colleagues. They respect the Provisional 
Government's firm efforts to restore the 
authority of law. They look forward to a 
time when distinctions of class and creed 
will cease to have any political meaning 
in the new Ireland. 

Lord Midleton has given long service 
to the cause of Southern Unionism. He 
was a brave and eloquent advocate of 
settlement at the Irish Convention of 
1917. In the darkest hour of Ireland's 
fortunes he did not hesitate to put all 
his traditions behind him, and to hold 
with Mr. de Valera—how much has 
happened since then!—the momentoas 
conferences which resulted in the Truce. 
He has earned the abiding gratitude of 
all Southern loyalists who, after 1917, 
recognised the need of settlement. They 
will be sorry that the terms of settlement 
have inspired him with the pessimism 
which he revealed yesterday in the House 
of Lords. He complains that the British 
Government has broken its pledges to the 
Irish minority, and that they face the 
uncertain future without definite safe- 
guards of any kind. He feels himself 
to be so powerless, and holds Southern 
loyalists to be so powerless, that he } 
refused the offer of nomination to thé new 
Senate. We regret this decision, and 
believe that it is wrong. We hope that 
Lord Midleton will reconsider it; for his 
large experience of politics and adminis- 
tration would be of much value to the 
infant State. It, would be a serions mis- 
fortune if other Unionists of standing and 
capacity who have been offered seats in 
the Senate should decide to follow Lord 
Midleton’s example. For the reasons 
which we have mentioned we do not share 
his pessimism ; and, even if we shared it, 
we should not regard pessimism as an 
excuse for inaction. The more desperate 
the experiment may seem to be, the louder 
becomes the call for whole-hearted and 
united effort. Now, if ever, Ireland has 
need of all her sons. / t 


An Ametican View. 

There was something more than mere 
optimism behind the speech which the 
American Ambassador. delivered at the 
Anglo-American Society’s meeting in 
Manchester. The situation in Britain is 
bad; but, Mr. Harvey argued, it would 
be unreasonable to expect it to be good 
after the ordeal of the Great War. 
Furthermore, the test which ought to be 
applied to the nation’s plight was not 
“Is it bad?’’ but “Is it better or worse 
than it was, say, a year ago?” The appli- 
cation of this test to Britain, according 
to. Mr. Harvey, yielded “amazing” 
results. During the first nine months of 
the present year the purchases of Britain 
in the United States had decreased by 
£56,000,000, while the: purchases of the 
United States in Britain had increased by 


| £8,000,000. During the same nine months 
| Britain's exports abroad had risen’ by 
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“You sturdy, capable, “far-séeing English- 
men,” he said, “have earned your wealth 
and are entitled to keep it. We Americans, 
humbly, but somewhat firmly, claim the 
same right.” In other words, Mr, Harvey 
gave his audience to understand that 
America had no intention of abandoning 
her position as the greatest creditor nation 
in the world by cancelling the debts 
which were incurred by Eurbpe during 
the war. Britain is weathering her 
troubles, and when the time comes she 
will discharge her debt to America to the 
uttermost -cont. -[n the meanwhile her 
best asset is the respect of men like Mr. 
Harvey, whose opinion plays an important 
part in the improvement of British credit 
in the United States. The American 
people want to be friends with a nation 
which is “making good ” in spite of the 
most formidable difficulties, and there 
could be no better foundation for an 
Anglo-American entente than the fact that 
the value of the pound is increasing in 
New York. The Americans are a com- 
mefcial, nation, and “business is busi- 
ness.”’ 


‘The Finnish Mark. 


Of the dreadful effects of currency 
inflation, as illustrated by the collapse’ 
of the mark, the financial experts never 
weary of telling us; but the concrete 
fact—the positive play of cause and effect— 
has been wanting., Now, however, we have 
it, and it comes not from Germany, but 
from remote and comparatively prosperous 
Finland. Finland's staple industry is the 
manufacture of paper and paper-pulp. In 
this trade she has many rivals, of whom 
Norway and. Sweden are the most formid- 
able. Nevertheless, the Finnish mills have 
enjoyed an exceptionally prosperous year— 
chiefly as a result of the low, but com- 
paratively stable, Finnish mark. With 
the mark at about one hundred and eighty 
to the £, the paper and pulp manu- 
facturers were able to pay comparatively 
low wages and so to compete with their 
commercial rivals. This position was satis- 
factory in itself, but with every fresh 
stroke of profitable business the mek 
fidgeted uneasily upward, a point or two 
at a time, until it became worth as much 
as 157 to the £. This increase meant that 
a bigger slice of every pound received for 
paper or pulp went to pay wages and less 
was left for profit. To raise the price to 
the British buyer meant to lose contracts 
to the Scandinavian rivals. The Bank of 
Finland accordingly began to inflate the 
mark—in other words, to issue marks with 
the sole and deliberate object of offering 
them on the foreign money markets and 
so depressing their exchange value. Never- 
theless, the Finnish mark has continued 
to improve. Which policy, therefore, the 
financial problem-monger will ask, is 
better for Finland—to continue to issue 
paper marks or to preserve her prosperous 
paper and pulp trade? The astonishing 
answer, apparently, is that she can con- 
tinue to do both. 


A King of Egypt. 

Ancient Egypt made a practice of bury- 
ing its dead for the benefit of posterity. 
Perhaps, that was not the object in view 
at the time; but posterity has benefited 
in so far as the knowledge of history can 
confer a benefit. From the Valley of the 
Kings comes the news that relics greater 
in variety and importance, it is hoped, 
than any discoveries of the past century 
have rewarded the skill and perseverance 
of the Egyptologists who for sixteen years 
have been, excavating the site of the ancient, 


city of Thebes. , 
“And hast thon walked about—how 
strange a story— 
In Thebes’ streets threo thousand years 


| ago!" 

asked Horace Smith of the mummy in 
Belzoni’s Museum. Now Tutankhaten 
who afterwards became Tutankhainen, of 
the eighteenth Dynasty, last of the Heretic 
Kings, who walked abroad, or at any rate 
was carried, in Thebes’ streets 3,280 years 
ago, is to emulate Belzoni’s mummy, and 
to provide entertainment, not, perhaps, 
for idle versifiers, but for the savants of 
a later day. Possibly this statement is a 
little premature. The chambers hitherto 
opened have disclosed the gorgeous funeral 
trappings and the rich ritualistic furni- 
ture that Egypt lavished upon its dead 
monarchs; but of Tutankhamen himself 
the explorers have not found a trace. An 
inner chamber remains to be unsealed. and 
therein, it is thought, the noble heretic 
may sleep amid his relations. It may 
be"sempty, however, of all but idle 
though archeologically valuable, pomp. 
The trappings may have remained, a 
matvel to generations unguessed at, but 
the great Tutankhamen, like that other 
Ozymandias, King of Kings, long since 
may have mingled with the desert dust.

EFFORT TO OUST GREEKS

The Orient Express has not left here to-day 
on account of the trouble.

Fighting is particularly serious in Ridop 
and Rouptchoz, while the centres of the re- 
volutionary movement are at Monastir and 
Karlikdas. The rebels’ purpose is to ex- 
terminate the Greek forces in occupation, 
The rebels are composed of 20 per cent. 
Bulgars, and the rest are Turks, who are in 
a great majority in Western Thrace. 

The Minister of National Economy at 
Angora has called a congress of all mer- 
chants, industrialists, artisans, and farmers in 
and around Smyrna, to consider ways and 
means to rehabilitate the country. 


ANTI-ARMENIAN PROPAGANDA. 
Another fantastic story was issued last 
night by Rafet Pasha as an _ official 
communiqué. . This declares that in the early 
days of November an Armenian Committee 
met at Ventimiglia, Italy, and formulated a 
plan to send twenty Armenians to Constanti- 
nople to organise Moslem-Christian riots and 
massacres in order to provoke foreign inter- 
vention to prevent the return of the city to 
the Turks. 

The communiqué claims that the delegation 
is already en route with eighteen British pass- 
ports and two Italian passports, but it is in- 
dicated that the Turkish police are ready to 
prevent their entry to the city. 

The local. police yesterday arrested several 
resident Armenians here who are alleged to 
be engaged in the plot. It is claimed that 
the plot was formed in Italy under the 
leadership of Arshak Chobamian, Entrenik 
Haronian, Bogas Nobar, and Leon Paglahian. 
An Armenian delegation, headed by the 
Armenian Patriarch, visited Rafet Pasha to- 
day to deplore the scheme, and to reaffirm the 
loyalty of the local Armenian populace to the 
Angora Government.

MYSTERY OF AMERICAN

The Government was again challenged by 
the Labour Party, in the Provisional Parha- 
ment yesterday, on its policy of executing 
prisoners, especially in regard to the metho 
adopted ,in announeing the sentences.

He 
pleaded earnestly for the fullest publicity of 
the circumstances surrounding the cases of 
tried and sentenced prisoners. 

Civil necessity, he said, was as great as 
military necessity. Secrecy suggested fear, 
and fear led to brutality. 

Mr. Figgis declared that the policy would 
do. much harm to the wholt stability of the 
State. 

Mr. O'Connell (Labour) said that the Go- 
vernment was acting in a fool’s paradise it 
they thought that in this matter they were 
acting on the will of the people. 


HE WHO RUNS MAY READ. 

The Minister of Defence asked whether 
the people in Tipperary, Cork, and Kerry 
wanted further information with regard to 
the necessity of executing people than the 
knowledge they had along their own roads 
and along their idle railways. 

hose who recommended the present policy 
realised the weakness of the circumstances in 
which the people and the Government found 
themselves. Had the British adopted the 
tactics of those who tried to blow up Oriel 
House the country would .be a mass of broken 
houses and dead and dying people.

It would be time enough, he said, to

ABLAZE. 


KILLED & WOUNDED 
IN AMBUSHES. 


CAPTURES OF ARMS. 


The morning train from Cork to Dublin 
yesterday was stopped near Rathduff by 
armed men, who took off the driver, 
guard, fireman, and passengers, set fire 
to the rear coach, and started the engine 
full steam ahead. 

But for the fire acting on the vacuum 
brake and stopping the train the coaches 
all would have been burned. 

Several ambushes are reported, in 
which national soldiers were killed and 
wounded. 


COUNTY ‘CORK. 


TRAIN FIRED. 


CIVILIAN PASSENGERS AND 
GOODS STRANDED. 


Attacks on railways continue, says our Cork 
Correspondent. Yesterday morning the train 
from Cork to Dublin was attacked, and partly 
burned,’ between Cork and Mallow. The 
vacuum brakes alone prevented what might 
have been a serious disaster, and what would 
certainly have resulted in the wrecking of the 
engine and several coaches. . 

Passengers stranded near Rathduff, on the 
scene of the outrage, had to walk about four 
miles to Mourne Abbey, whence they were 
conveyed to Mallow to catch a train for 
Dublin. 

The train from Cork left as usual at 7.20 
a.m. for Mallow (South), where passengers 
have to make the journey round through the 
town of Mallow, owing to the destruction of 
“Ten Arch Bridge,” across the Blackwater, 


and to get the connection for Dublin at 
Mallow f orth). All went well during the 
first half of the journey to Mallow. At a 


point about two miles north of Rathdaff, how- 
ever, a red flag, waved by a man standing on 
the permazient way, was used to bring the 
train to a stop. 

The train consisted of four coaches. When 
it had been stopped the , as well 
as oe cr engine-driver, and fireman, were 
° to alight by armed men, who suddenly 
appeared from the side of the track. So far 
as the passengers could see, only four armed 
men were concerned in the attack. Com- 
mercial travellers were permitted to remove 
their luggage from the van, and other pas- 
sengers were instructed to bring with them all 
their personal belongings. The passengers and 
the railway servants were then placed a short 
distance from the line, under a guard, while 
the remainder of the armed party prepared to 
destroy the train. 


THE WORK OF DESTRUCTION. 


‘They first put straw soaked with petrol into 
two of the coaches and set it alight. The 
flames did not catch in one coach, but no time 
could be spent in endeavouring to set it alight 
a second time, for the other coach—the rear 
one—began to burn. - The engine was sent full 
steam ahead, with the four coaches, the last 
of which was blazing fiercely. Gathering 
speed, the train soon disappeared up the line, 
leaving a trail of smoke and sparks from the 
burning apartments of the rear coach. 

The armed men decamped, leaving the pas- 
sengers to walk to Cork or Mallow, as they 
pleased. 

The passengers walked to Mourne Abbey 
Station—a distance of three or four miles. 

Tte fate of the burning train was then 
learned. It had travelled some miles, when 
the vacuum brakes became affected, 
acted, with the result that the train was 
brought to a stop. The rear coach was com- 
rd a burned out, but little other ny 
was donetothe train. The fact that it was the 
rear coach which ignited, and that the train was 
sent straight ahead, probably saved it from 
total destruction; for, with the engine and 
coaches in motion, all the sparks and pieces of 
burning timber fell back on to the line, where 
they could do no damage. 

e passengers were taken from Mourne 
Abbey to Mallow and caught the usual con- 
nection for Dublin. i 

A military armoured train arrived and 
towed the damaged passenger train to Mallow. 


HOUSE RAIDED. 
TWO MEN WOUNDED. 


Yesterday morning, during a raid near 
Riverstown, a few miles from Cork City, on 
the north-eastern side, an exchange of shots 
took place, with the result that an officer in 
charge of a military party, and the occupant 
of a house were wounded, the latter 
dangerously. 

National soldiers, under the command of 
Lieutenant Hurley, raided the house of a man 
named Buckley, a shoemaker, between Glan- 
mire and Riverstown. 

Lieutenant Hurley posted his men round 
the house. He knocked, and, accompanied 
by others of the party, was admitted and 
went into the kitchen. As the soldiers 
walked into the kitchen Buckley came to 


- the entrance of the loft overhead, and was

M. Clemenceau’s intimation that Great 
Britain winked at the scuttling of the German 
Fleet at Scapa Flow is characterised as “* ab- 
solutely silly by the German Admiralty. ' 

“It is curious how the world can forget; 
declares Captain Groos, the Official Naval 
Historian of the German Government. '' But 
it might be recalled how the British ships 
op fire upon the helpless German crews 
fleeing from the sinking ships in rowboats. 
This does not indicate that the scuttling over- 
pleased the British.” 

‘Further, the motives ascribed are un- 
sound. Guns, armament, and technical equip- 
ment were made impracticable to use in ships 
of other navies. 

““ With the exception of three cruisers ob- 
tained by France all the ships taken from the 
Germans were used only for target practice. 
It was never a question, even in German 

inion, that the Allies intended to absorb 

e ships in their own Navies. 

“The scuttling was entirely a question of 
honour, which forbade us giving over the fleet 
to the enemy.” . 

Captain Groos, who has written several 
works on naval war, expre the opinion 
that M. Clemenceau was trying to drive a 
wedge between Anglo-American solidarity, 
which resulted from the Washington Con- 
ference, by giving an impression to the 
American people that England had double- 
crossed the Allies at Scapa Flow, thus 
nullifying the effect of the British attitude at 
Washington.

The real question was not whether condi-

£181,000,000 to £117,000,000 was no small 
item, and even the latter sum was largey [ 
redreased by American purchases.

Britain had always been America’s’ best 
customer. In 1920, as in 19135, she took more 
than one-third of America’s total exports.

States products, and Canada held second place. 
America wanted everybody in the world to 
make money—-to make America’s money if 
they could do so, by work, but not by lying 
down or by pleading the Baby Act. The 
United States preferred to help tliose who at 
least tried to help themselves.

Mr. Davin (Labour) said that he thought 
that the loss on the telegraphic department 
was due in part to the backwash handed over 
by the British Administration. It was part 
oí the British policy to give facilities to the 
Propaganda Department of the British Govern- 
ment, to do their work cheaply.

Mr. Johnson (Labour) said that as to vic- 
timisation, he wished to draw attention to a 
case, to which attention had already been 
privately drawn, and which demanded further 
consideration.

DELIVERIES IN RURAL AREAS. 


The Postmaster-General said that the 
system with which they were dealing had been 


handed over to them, and naturally it would 
take a considerable time to alter it to suit 
Irish needs, but they had set up a few com- 
mittees with that object. 

More than one Deputy had mentioned that 
there had been a heavy loss on the service, 
With regard to the employment of about 
6,000 rural postmen to cover a very extensive 
territory, with a small and poorly paying 
volume of work, he thought that the 
ment required special treatment. 

To effect economy. by abolishing the rural 
post would be a strongly resisted step, but 
they had come to the conclusion that it might 
be possible to get rural letters delivered on 
the main reads for people living off these 
roads, and fairly extensive districts could be 
covered by motor cycle. 

This would mean the disemployment of, 
perhaps, 3,000 or 4,000 men. As this was 
not a time for disemploying men, they could 
not at the moment bring any change about. 

Deputy Figgis was under the impression 
that a return to the old postal rate would 
mean an increase of revenue. He felt in- 
clined to take the same view a month ago, 
but as the result of investigation in Eng- 
land, he had discovered that the Engli 
anticipation of an increase of revenue had 
not materialised. If the anticipation did not 
materialise in a commercial community like 
England, he thought that they would hardly 
be justified in taking this step to-day in 
Ireland. 

They had reduced the penny printed letter 
rate to a halfpenny, because they felt that 
the former rate weighed heavily upon manu- 
facturers and business people. e under- 
stood that the business community felt that 
the reduction had already brought about an 
extension of their business. 

As to the loss of £1,250.000, it was one 
which the House could not afford to brush 
aside lightly. They felt that the country 
would not continue to tolerate the heavy 
drain on the running of the Post Office, and 
he believed that the country would be justi- 
fied in demanding from those who were in 
cortrol of the Post Office an explanation as 
to why they could not reduce, if not wipe 
out, that deficit. 

They had taken the precaution to set up 
a very capable sub-committee, and he was 
sure that within the next six months they 
would have “thoroughly probed the entire 
edifice which had been handed over to 
them.” , 


COMPLAINTS. 


Having referred to the burning of the 
various post offices, and the consequent 
serious dislocation of the service, Mr. Walsh 
said they were getting complaints from 
the commercial community in Dublin because 
of their failure to carry out their require- 
ments. That was not their fault. 
He thought that the House should not lose 
sight of the imperative necessity of getting 
to work to set up proper headquarters for 
the Post Office. He intended in the imme- 
diate future to make a proposal to the 
Cabinet which, if accepted, would involve 
the rebuilding of the old General Post Office; 
for if it was not taken in hand the commer- 
cial community, as well as the working com- 
munity; would suffer very severely. In con- 
nection with that building a claim of 
£1,250,000 had been lodged with the British 
Government, and although that claim might 
not be considered by the Shaw Commission, 
it was not definitely ruled out. 
The loss on telegrams, referred to by 
eputy Gaffney, was due to the preferential 
treatment given to Press telegrams; but it 
might not be necessary to make any inerease 
in the charges, as they were about to intro- 
duce a new system which would cheapen the 
cost ~ef transmission. They had closed a 
number of sub-offices, but if there was a 
proved necessity for opening any of them, 
they would consider doing so.

ANOTHER PROTEST BY 


LABOUR. 


Mr. Johnson then raised the question of 
the three executions, and said that it was 
their duty to do so, because they believed 
that it was the need of the community that 
this method of carrying out punishment 
should pot be persis in. 

They had been told pretty frequently that 
it was the intention PA the Ministry to re- 
establish the reign of law, and that unless 
that was done anarchy would prevail. The 
present method of sentencing prisoners was, 
in fact, anarchy—it was Lynch Law once 
removed. 

Men were found with bombs and revotvers 
in the streets, and were arrested, tried, and 
executed by the military authority; and, 
moreover, the announcement of their 
execution was made by the same authority. 
No public person outside that authority knew 
anything about them. This was Lynch Law 
without the mob violence. 

It was due to them to know what 
principle of selection was being made. How 
did it happen that these eight executions had 
taken place in Dublin only? Was the 
method of selection chance, choice, the 
enormity of the crime,. the record of the 
prisoners, or the chance composition of the 
court? What was the difference between 
this form of announcement and that con- 
tained on a card pinned to the — of a 
man found in the gutter: “Executed by the 
A o* 


Trials for the capital offence must not be 
held- in secrecy. very one of these cases 


had only to take the word of the officers of 
the court. 

A trade union official was arrested for 
having a revolver, and the fact of his arrest 
was made known to his friends, who ex- 
plained the circumstances, and he was 
released. The man had responsibility for a 
large sum of money to pay strike pay, and 
guarded against robbery by carrying a 
revolver. If that man had no friends, and if 
he happened to be in the neighbourhood of 
an ambush, the opportunity of proring bis 
case would be very much minimised. 

It was not out of a desire to wallow in 
morbid details that he made the — for 
publicity, but to have some public check on 
courts which had not the experience of 
courts of law; but even if they had, that 
check was necessary. Civil necessity was just 
as great as military necessity, and it was 
their duty to defend the liberty of the citizens. 
Secrecy suggested fear, and fear led to 
brutality and barbarism. 


TWO KINDS OF SHOCK. 


Mr. Darrell’ Figgis said that it had been 
several times sta t it was the intention 
to “shock the public mind.” It had also 
been stated that the purpose of secret trials 
was to prevent mistakes. There was a kind 
of shock to the public mind that would be 
helpful, and another kind that would be un- 
healthy, and the latter kind of shock had been 
caused by these executions. 

At the moment he believed the majority of 
citizens, reading their evening papers, said: 
"I see they have shot three more.” They 
could not get the proper kind of shock until 
the citizens used the word “ we,” and that 
state of public mind could only be brought 
about by publicity. 

It would not be possible to enlist popular 
support by secrecy. The co-operation of the 
people could only be sought by enabling them 
to see exactly the causes that led to the execu- 
tions. There should also be a reign of law, 
carrying with it the consent of the people of 
this country. 

Mr. O’Connell (Labour) said that it was 
the bounden duty of every Deputy in that 
House to use every opportunity to tell the 
Government who were carrying out this execu- 
tion policy that they were not acting in ac- 
cordance with the will of the people. If they 
thought that they were, they were living in a 
fool's paradise. 

The people were not given «chance to say 
whether or not they would vote for a civil 
war. He asked the Government. to realise 
the position they were in, and how long the 
people would stand it. He wanted the Go- 
vernment to say whether everything had been 
done that could be done to avoid the necessity 
of taking—or what was to their mind the 
necessity of taking—the steps they had taken. 
He believed that future generations would 
say that the policy was an unwise and an 
unnecessary one. 


GENERAL MULCAHY. 
WHY MILITARY COURTS ARE 
NECESSARY. 


General Mulcahy said that if the Govern- 
ment were going to be charged with using 
weapons that had been disastrous, they were 
perfectly ready to answer these charges, and 
to discuss the means taken to achieve them. 
(Applause.) They were told now that, they 
did not trust the courage of the people, and 
that they were keeping from the people know- 
ledge that would be of service to the people, 
and that the people should know what was the 
cause of the executions that were taking place 
in Dublin. !

AFTER FIRST EXPLOSION. 


“Immediately following the explosion | had 
to call on the second party twice to seize the 
mines, but all except one man gi to be 
stunned by the concussion, as all, including 
infantry covering party, disobeyed orders and 
hung back; the one man referred to seized 
one end of the mines, while I seized the other.

The highest praise is}due 
to man who seized mines, as he stuck’ with 
me to the last; neither of us had arms. 

“1 had to operate with four men short on 
job. Six men, including carter and myself, 
 Arirorúg tes job.

powerful than I myself anticipated. Had all 
three gone off I fear two of us would not 
have escaped. 

‘“ Material lost as a result of operation ;— 
Battery, cable, and unexploded mines.” 


SECOND REPORT. 

General Mulcahy said that there was a 
re me upon the attack by a “ superior 
officer’ directed to the “ Divisional Director 
of Engineering.” It ran — 

‘‘ A report in writing of the attack on Oriel 
House on Monday night last has not been 
furnished by the officer in charge of the 
operatién, but from a conversation with him 
: am enabled to give the following informa- 
ion :— 

“ As a prelude thereto it should be men- 
tioned that no variation from the original 
plan of operations was necessary, though the 
operations themselves did not yield vy any 
means the looked for results; due to the fact 
that so much destruction was worked by the 
first mine explosion that it was impossible to 
get the other three mines into the intended 
position. 

" The plan of operation included protection 
of the operating engineer units by infantry, 
and this was adequately attended to, though 
the infantry personally protecting the former 
were momentarily incapacitated by the ex- 
plosion of the mine and failed to accompany 
the engineers during the second part of the 
operations. 

‘* Details of the plans are as follows :— 

“ Four mines were used, three containing 
about fifteen pounds of high explosives eacn, 
the cases being of iron; the fourth being of 
wood, and containing almost forty pounds of 
the same. The wooden mine was intended 
for blowing the entrance door, and was used 
to avoid “shrapnel’’ effect. The three 
“iron '” mines were placed side by side in a 
wooden.case for convenience sake, and were 
detonated electrically. The wooden mine was 
fired with a time fuse, 

“The mines were carted direct to the scene 
of operations, and unloaded by the engineers, 
who numbered five or six. The wooden mine 
was carried up and leid on the, step of Oriel 
House, and two sacks of clay ‘placed against 
it; then it was fired. The firing of the mine 
was the signal for concentrated fire by the 
infantry on all portions of the building above 
the ground floor, against which the engineers 
were operating, and, under cover of this, the 
engineers carried forward the case containing 
the three mines intended to blow up the build- 
ing. 

lt was found, on reaching the spot where 
the door was last seen, that not only was it 
blown away, but also the floor, so that the 
mines had to be lowered into the basement. 
This operation resulted in such injury to the 
electrical connections that the mines could not 
be fired. The result is that the destruction of 
Oriel House was not effected. Considerable 
damage, however, has been done. '' 

Mr. Figgis, who was indistinctly heard in 
the Press gallery, was understood to say that 
in view of the importance of these documents 
they should have been disclosed at an earlier 


date, 
THE SITUATION. 


General Mulcahy—'' These documents would 
be very important at any time, but you have 
to wait until you get them. 

“Were it not for the fact that the ex- 
plosion was probably greater than it. was in- 
ave to be, they could have destroyed the 
whole fabric of the Criminal Investigation De 
partment of the Government, and killed all 
the péople inside; they could haye destroyed 
the whole street, because they did not know 
what the effect would be if the three iron- 
bound mines went off.’’ 

That was the situation they were faced with. 
These men, without political convictions cf 
any kind, of 19 or years of age, high 
spirited, ous for adventure, led by leaders out 
for pure destruction by a war policy of a 
kind which, if it had been taken up by the 
British against them, would have ‘eft this 
country a mass of broken houses, and a mass 


of dying and dead people. 


The people did not realise the awful nature 
of these acts, and there was greater difficulty 
still in explaining that policy to them. As 
responsible Army authorities, they had a 


certain Army strength, and could do necessary 


things; but it was necessary to have these 
Courts, and it was necessary for the Courts to 
be conducted in the way in which they were 
at present. 

s he had said, these men who were exe- 


cuted that morning were, perhaps, uneducated, 


illiterate. men, never intending to get into a 


situation like that. That was the type of 


men they were dealing with all around the 
country. They had provided for these men all 
the spiritual assistance they could to help 
them in their passage to eternity, 


A POSTER. 


As an instance of what the people were up 
against, he might mention that they had these 


people who were out to destroy Govern- 


ment, and who month after month were: out 
to destroy the Treaty and bring the British 
back, and fight them, if necessary, in their 
own way, were still out to betray the people 
and fool them.

The question of wages and conditions of 
service on the Irish railways came up for dis- 
cussion at a conference at the Shelbourne 
Hotel yesterday between managers of the rail- 
ways and the representatives of the railway 
unions. Upon the negotiations much will de- 
pend as to the future of the railways. The 
51st inst. will witness the termination of the 
agreement entered into on the 17th February, 
after the dispute on the Carrigan award be- 
tween the general managers oí the railways 
and the railwaymen on the question of wages 
and services for six months, and which was 
continued as from August. 

The agreement had the sanction of the 
Ministers of Labour and of the Northern and 
Southern Governments. 

The railway companies now seek to have 
the conditions of service and waces revised, 
and have drafted proposals, which they sub- 
mitted to vesterday'’s conference. 

The proceedings were private, but it is 
understood that the companies seek some im- 
portant changes in the service and reductious 
of wages for some of the grades. So far as 
can be ascertained little progress was made 
at the conference, which adjourned unti! 
or ga next, when a further sitting will be 
eld. 

The companies were represented by the 
managers, and the National Unien of Railway- 
men by Measrs. Gore (Executive, London), 
Hall (organiser, London), and J. H. Berming- 
ham (Irish Secretary). 

In the event of an amicable settlement not 
being reached, the Provisional Government 
will, it is learned, take the matter up, with a 
view to further negotiations. 


BEVAN’S DISGUISES. 


WHY HE FLED THE COUNTRY. 

When his trial was resumed at the Old 
Bailey, London, yésterday, Gerard Lee Bevan 
re-entered the witness box and gave further 


evidence. 


Speaking with composure, Bevan said that 


in signing the balance sheets he relied entirely 
upon the auditors putting down a true figure, 
as they had all the details before them. He 
did not go into details and did not check 


em. 
Bevan declared that the transaction of 


buying securities for the purpose of a balance 
sheet, intending to sell shortly afterwards, 
was & proper and every-day operation in the 
city. He was thunderstruck when he knew 
the loan of Mansell, the manager, was £96,000. 


Bevan gave categorical denials to the allega- 


tions that transactions in connection with 
Ellis and Company and the different com- 
panies with which they were concerned were 
of a fraudulent character. He admitted hav- 
ing signed the minutes of a meeting: which 
never took place. He assumed at the time 
that it was all right, and his signature was 
obtained in some way or another. : 


Replying to the final questions of his counsel 


he said that he was absolutely ruined and 
penniless. In regard to the recent purchase 
of a house by his wife he explained that the 
latter had private means of her own. 


Cross-examined, the prisoner said that he 


had no misgivings as to his conduct at any 
stage.

Further, if 
Mansell had been summarily dismissed they 
would have lost £100,000, and there was no 
one else in the office capable of conducting the 
business.

5rm,—As one with nearly twenty years’ 
experience of the prairie in Western Canada, 
will you kindly allow me space to state my 
views on the question of emigration to that 
country’ Great efforts are to be made by 
those interested, the transportation com- 
panies, land companies, manufacturing in- 
terests, ete., to entice settlers to Canada. 
The intention is to settle the twenty million 
acres, at are lying idle along the rail. 
ways. and said to be only awaiting the 
plough to make them highly productive. 
his may be true of some of these millions ; 
but, under present or any likely future con- 
ditions, a large percentage is unfit for settle- 
ment. Indeed, a considerable part of the 
area already settled should be evacuated, 
being too dry to farm without irrigation, and a 
great deal more should be known of these 
vacant areas before any wholesale settling of 
them is attempted. i 
The soil of the prairie varies from the best 
loam to pure sand and pure clay, and even 
rock, and, while large areas are too dry, some 
parts are, as a rule, too wet to raise wheat 
successfully. There are very many factors tu 
be considered before deciding whether any 
piece of land is worth the investing of one’s 
time and money. What can be known for 
certain of the agricultural value of most 
areas where no farming has been attempted? 
Yet settlers are to be invited to come out and 
invest in this terra incognita. Even if the 
land were proved suitable, for a farmer to 
start farming in a strange country without 
acquiring loca] experience is only asking for 
failure ; and, if this is true with a farmer on 
proved land, what chance would an untrained 
man have on untried land? Unfortunately, 
few Western farmers keep & man, or more 
than one, the year round; so that it is im- 
possible for new comers to gain adequate ex- 
perience by ‘hiring out.” 


settlers can gd and secure necessary ex- 
perience under expert guidance should be 
underteken by the Canadian Government, 
supported by the railways, banks, and 
various combines who derive vast wealth 
from the labours of the prairie farmer. 
Should this be carried out, settlers would be 
in a position to safely select land or a farm, 
and thus save themselves unnecessary hard- 
ships.
